th ou gh t th a t b oth were killed in stan tly b y th e 
imp act. 
Will Rogers was p rob ab ly on e of th e most u n ­ 
u su al men of h is kin d th e world h as kn own . He 
b ecame famou s for “ju st b ein g h imself.”

marily h e was an en tertain er an d sh owman b u t 
n ot in th e u su al sen se of th e terms, b y an y 
mean s. 
He started on th e road to su ccess an d 
fame ov er th irty y ears ago as a cowb oy v au de­ 
v ille en tertain er.

traordin ary . His sp on tan eou s wit, h is p h ilosop h ­ 
ical commen tation s on th e n ews of th e day , h is 
u n failin g b road smile an d h is sp irit of good fel­ 
lowsh ip , won lifelon g frien ds wh erev er h e ap ­ 
p eared in p erson or in p ictu res.

Mu ll and his sister made assign­ 
ments of their holdings to Mr. 
Titsworth ap d Mr. Williams. 
It was rev ealed that the as­ 
signees and cou rt hav e allowed 
a total of $691,105 .05 as general 
claims against the estate of Mr. 
Mu ll, who died two y ears ago, 
and $274,312.79 against Miss Mu ll, 
who now resides in the Masonic 
home at Frank lin. Most of these 
general claims were on notes and 
ju dgments. 
The p referred claims, p rev iou s­ 
ly p aid by the assignees, ap p rox ­ 
imated $43,000. In addition to 
this su m ov er 1,100 acres of Mu ll 
farm land were tak en ov er by 
other mortgage-holders to settle 
their claims. 
The lands p rocu red by these 
p referred claimants to satisfy 
their mortgages inclu ded farms 
of 35 2, 200, 163 and 106 acres 
owned by the late Mr. Mu ll and 
two 16 0-acre farms p ossessed by 
his sister. 
Mr. Mu ll had ap p rox imately 
$8 0,000 in mortgage indebtedness 
at the time of his assignment, it 
was said. His other debts swelled 
his total arrearage to nearly 
$772,000. 
There was also $3,75 0 in delin­ 
q u ent tax es against the Mu ll 
holdings bu t these tax es hav e 
now been settled by the assign­ 
ees. 
When the Mu ll financial stru c­ 
tu re crashed, the assignees took 
control of the Manilla p air’s 
p rop erties, most of which was in 
real estate. Farm lands totaled 
2,8 00 acres, of which ov er 700 
was in Alabama, bu t p ractically 
all of it was mortgaged. 
The assignees hav e now con­ 
v erted into cash all of this land, 
inclu ding the beau tifu l Mu ll res­ 
idence in Manilla, ex cep t one 
small tract of land. A few notes 
and accou nts receiv able are still 
u ncollected bu t most of the as­ 
sets hav e been liq u idated. 
Most of these check s going ou t 
to Mu ll creditors were sent to 
Ru sh cou nty residents, it was 
said. Shelby cou nty also benefited 
considerably by this p ay ment.
